1 . THE ATMOSPHERE OF GREATER PNA AGGRESSIVENESS CREATED 
MAY 1 1 CONTINUED MAY 12 INSPITE OE A TIGHT CURFEW. THE 
VOLATILE LIAQUATABAD AREA WAS CLOSED EVEN TO HOLDERS OF 
CURFEW PASSES. DEMONSTRATORS THERE HARASSED THE POLICE AND 
ARMY IN SMALL WAYS THROUGHOUT THE DAY, THREW TRASH IN 
THE STREETS AND SET UP BARRICADES OF BURNING TIRES. THIS 
SORT OE ACTIVITY CONTINUED AFTER THE CURFEW WAS 

LIFTED AT 2000. THE SITUATION WAS SIMILAR IN THE BURNS 
ROAD AREA, AND A GROUP OF SHOPKEEPERS SO THREATENED 
AN ARMY PATROL IN THE EMPRESS MARKET THAT SHOTS 
WERE FIRED TO DISPERSE THEM. THERE WAS FIRING ALSO 
IN LIAQUATABAD AND BURNS ROAD WITH ONE OFFICIALLY

0800 AND 2000 EXCEPT FOR RELAXATION BETWEEN 1300 AND

1500 TO PERMIT ATTENDANCE AT FRIDAY PRAYERS. AS OE 
MID-DAY THERE ARE NO EIRM REPORTS OF DISTURBANCES IN THE
